Jevt to the same censure, We never 
break an agreement, and if any of our 
people do, we, as the — international 
body, condemn them, We Insist on 
our members living up to all agree- 
ments, and we must insist that in this 
instance the city shall live up to the 
agreement. 

“The present agreement was reached 
after much time and energy had been 
expended on it, as well as considerable 
expense, The men “consented to 
material concessions, They had asked 
for an increase in the wage scale, This 
was denied, and the men returned to 
Work under the scale of wages which 
prevailed during 1911 and 1912. The 
working arrangement which we now 
Insist shall be observed was all that 
the men got-—no increase in wages,

Chicago, July 29.—Steamship offices 
are swamped with demands for infor- 
mation regarding outgoing vessels, 
from New York and scores of reserva- 
tions were made. Leading Servians 
said that from 6,000 to 6,000 Servians 
in and arolind Chicago were anxious to 
return and to bear arms for their 
native country.

George Reininghaus, Austrian consul, 
sald today there was 160,000 Austrians 
in Western Canada and those concern- 
ed would be notified individually by 
letter that their corps had been ordered 
to the front. 

Proclamations as to mobilization will 
be published in the German and Ruth- 
enian newspapers of the west tomor- 
row. The Winnipeg consulate has 
Jurisdiction over Austrian interests in 
the three prairie provinces, there being 
an honorary consulate in Vancouver 
for British Columbia. 

There are also a large number of 
Serbs in the west, but there is no con- 
sulate at Winnipeg. 

Demonstrations in Russia 

St. Petersburg, July 2%—The fact 
that Austria has declared wur became 
known only late In the evening. 
Thousands of people then gathered. 
and cheering wildly marched=through 
the main streets to the British and 
French embassies, where there were 
scenes of enthusiasm. 

Mounted police eventually scattered 
the crowds without great disorder. 

To Localize War. - 

Vienna, July 29.—Germany and Italy 
today continued their efforts to local- 
lize the war declared yesterday by their 
ally, Austria-Hungary, against Servia, 
and the efforts of all the European 
diplomats are being directed toward 
the same object. 

No further declaration had been re- 
ceived up to this morning from Russia, 
and that country also had made no 
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fresh attempt to intervene in the cou- 
treversy. The Russian ambassador to 
Austria-Hungary, however, conferred 
With Count Leopold Von Berchtold, 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister. 

When the ‘British ambassador here 
called on Count Von Berchtold yester- 
day to submit the mediation proposal 
forwarded by Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, he was in- 
formed that the good intentions of 
Great Britain were appreciated, but 
that war had been declared already. 

Despatches received here dated War- 
saw,Poland, report that several powder 
magazines exploded in that city on 
Monday and that several bomb explo- 
sions occurred in the principal post- 
office, many persons being killed or 
wounded, 

Another telegram says the entire 
citadel of Warsaw was blown up and 
that semi-official explanations de- 
clared the explosion to have been 
caused by lightning.

House of Commens in order to res- 
j tore it to much the same shape as that 
in which jt was introduced in the 


House of Lords and to return it to the 
second chamber as their final terms of 
settlement. County voting will be re- 
tained, but on one point the govern- 
ment will definitely give way, the six- 
years’ time limit will disappear.

THE IMPENDING, TITANIC 
STRUGGLE IN EUROPE. 

In the midst of war and the alarms of war in Europe 
there are two features which may be accepted as significant as 
portends of what may be expected, one indicating that the 
world trembles upon the verge of the greatest cataclysm 01 
war in all history, and the other furnishing the basis for an 
optimistic hope that the gigantic tragedy may be averted. 

The first is the fact that the bourses or stock exchanges 
of Vienna and Brussels were closed yesterday and that the 
French bankers’ association refused to accept orders, while the 
stock market all over the world indicated a most serious view 
of the situation upon the part of the financiers. 

In every war or rumor of war the stock exchange is t 
most reliable barometer. Capital, at all times sensitive to tl 
risks of an impending situation, has developed lines of in- 
formation which places the stock market much closer to the 
chancellories than ever the public sources of information can 
hope to attain. The next move is always anticipated and re- 
flected in the rise and fall of stocks. An European war would 
precipitate a panic in stocks such as would upset the entire 
financial fabric and bring chaos in the exchanges of all the 
leading cities. The circumstance that in Vienna and Brussels, 
the nerve-centres of the nations looked to as most likely to 
precipitate general hostilities, the financiers were so alarmed as 
to close their doors indicates that they anticipate the very 
worst, 

The hopeful feature is contained in the report that Russia 
has been given assurances, which could come from no other 
source than Germany, that Austria will not attempt to annex 
Serviain territory. 

Should this report turn out to be true, it is altogether pro- 
bable that the war will be localized, Austria and Servia being 
left to shoot out their quarrel with the inévitable result that 
Servia will be literally shot to pieces, her cities wrecked and her 
people butchered by hundreds of thousands. Russia will re- 
quire great forebearance to stand by while Austrian vengeance 
is being visited upon her little Servian ally; but the enormous- 
ness of the catastrophe inevitable to a world war may cause 
her to pause even now. 

Certain it is that the danger of a terrible war is very grave. 
All Europe for more than a generation has been an armed 
camp. Millions of men in their full manhood have lived their 
whole lives in the belief that war was inevitable and even im- 

tinent, It -has become a habit of thought with entire races. 
The tension has been increasing year by year. Untold for- 
{unes have been poured out in preparation for the titanic strug- 
gle that all have been taught to believe must come. Strate- 
gums, treaties and policies have ali~been_directed and pre- 
dicated upon the supposition that the alignment *or nations 
would sooner or later bring all into conflict. The military 
spirit has superceded and overshadowed every other mental 
and physical attribute. The causes which may bring about the 
risis and the crash are not the assassination of a king or the 
border-line quarrels of a couple of kingdoms, but the all- 
possessing belief in the minds of millions of people that the 
war must come. Europe’s teeming millions are sub-conscious- 
ly pre-disposed to accept war as inevitable. And this being the 
case, the belief becomes realism. War becomes inevitable. 
The only question is, how soon? 

If the flare-up between Austria and Servia marks the lift- 
ing of the curtain upon the terrible drama of a world war, 
those of us who live on the other side of the globe may pre- 
pare to look upon the awful holocaust as the epech which will 
mark the remaking of Europe. In the welter of blood and 
carnage border lines will change, maps will be re-made, dynas- 
ties will topple and fall, old idols and systems perish and out

of it will come a new Europe, ravaged and blackened, a civili- 


zation levelled and destroyed, but to be replaced by a new 
world erected upon new ideas of the common interest of 
humanity. 

Napoleon’s wars set the stage for a new epoch in human 
liberty centuries in advance of what his armies upset. The 


world has been working up to Napoleonic standards for a hun-

Napoleons and its new standards, the germs of which already 
lie latent in the minds of millions obsessed presently with the

PROCRASTINATION WHICH 

COSTS TAXPAYERS MONEY. 


One of the immediate effects of the war situation in 
Europe so far as Edmonton is concerned is to be seen in the 
notification of the London bankers that the city will be un- 
able to get the $4,000,000 or thereabouts which it was pro- 
posed to borrow on treasury notes. 

While thinking of this ratepayers will be quite unlikely 
to appreciate the conduct of the aldermen who were instru- 
mental in delaying the negotiation of this loan until too late. 
It will be remembered that at the council meeting the matter 
was brought up by the mayor with a recommendation that 
immediate action be taken. A factious opposition was-at once 
set up by Aldermen Calder, Smith and Douglas, with the re- 
sult that Alderman Campbell's motion that ‘the report be 
adopted and the offer accepted at once was laid over. The 
week’s delay has cost the city the opportunity to secure the 
money it wanted on even better terms than those enjoyed by 
the province of Alberta. Owing to the delay, the city is now 
in the position where it must pay the rate of 6 per cent. on its 
loan to the bank, instead of having secured the money at 434. 
The difference will be borne by the taxpayers in a year when 
{axes are none too easy to pay.

According to a report published in 
the Vancouver World, the Paciflic 
Great Eastern railway, which is a sub- 
sidfary of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
now under construction from Van- 
couver to Prince George and which is 
about to be extended north toward the 
Peace River country, will branch off at 
the junction of the Finlay and Parsnip 
rivers, which form the Peace, the Ine 
now to be built connecting with the Ed- 
monton, Dunvegan and B. C. at the 
Alberta boundary and the other branch 
going northwest to the Yukon. The 
latter will give access to the famous 
Omineca mining district and Fort 
George pepole are, of course, anxious 
to see it constructed, It will also form 
an important link in the network of 
railways designed to cover the north- 
ern sections of British Columbia, and, 
it is expected, connect with the Am- 
erican yovernment’s. road in Alaska 
Should it be built and should the other 
branch connect with the E. D. and B, C., 
as there seems now no doubt, both 
propositions—the Dunvegan and the 
P. G, E,—will put Edmonton ona short 
line from the center of the United 
States to the government road in Alas- 
ka. It will give this city, because of 
the E. D. and B, G,, the most strategic 
position possible in connection with 
United States-Alaska travel and traf- 
fic. While Edmonton would occupy the |

“The recevery of business has al- 
ready comnrenced;: almost immediate- 
ly it will become more marked," said 
J, &.

As for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific—I found be- 
tween Winnipeg and Edmonton a per- 
fect road—smooth, even stable, I 
may say in this conection that we 
are getting on so well that on August 
23 we will run passenger trains from 
Edmonton to Prince Rupert. Of course 
it will not be an up-to-date transcon- 
tinental train at the outset; but it will 
be a train which will run three times 
a week; which will give a good and 
quick service; which will offer every 
modern accommodation. The business 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific is increas- 
ing in the most encouraging way; there 
{s an excellent service; and as far as 
the carrying of the crop is concerned 
we will be in an even better way than

In respect of the contemplated or- 
ders for equipment on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Grand Trunk 
proper, Mr, Dalrymple said that 
equipment orders had been consider- 
ed and arranged for, but they had not 
been issued yet, 

Asked if such orders would be con- 
siderable, the head of the traffic de- 
partment replied that they would em- 
brace the equipment of a modern 
transcontinental system, for one thing, 
to connect with the Grand Trunk pro- 
per.

Appears That Produce 'Firm" 
Has Once More Changed 
Its Name. 


MERCHANTS WHO SHIP 
C.0.D. GET WELL STUNG 


Board of Trade Secretary 
Again Warns Country 
Dealers to Enquire 


Last week F. T. Fisher, secretary ot 
the Edmonton board of trade, warned 
country merchants to be careful to 
whom they shipped produce as the 
board had received complaints that a 
man, doing business here under the 
name of a phoney firm, with a phoney 
address, had been circularizing mer- 
chants and produce dealers as far 
south and east as Regina, offering them 
prices for thelr goods a little higher 
than the current market figures, and 
failing to pay for same. 

In the reports which appeared in the 
popers of this duping of the country 
merchants it was stated.that the man 
yas supposed to be the same one who 
carried on a similar business in a 
similar way last year, but under an- 
other name. 

It now appears that he has chosen 
still another name, and new complaints 
are beginning to come in to the board 
of trade, Mr. Fisher is trying to im- 
press on any person or firm who ships 
produce to the city from outside points 
to make careful enquiries about the 
firms with which they deal, unless they 
=Jalready know them. 

It will do no good to ship the goods 
C.0O.D, to this firm which offers such 
g00d prices to shippers, Two or three 
tried that with the result that they 
were compelled either to pay carriage 
charges both ways and take their goods 
back or sacrifice them on the market 
here, 

Legal action would probably have 
been taken long ere this and a stop 
put to this business enterprise, but for 
the fact that it Is extremely hard, if 
not altogether impossible, to get a con- 
Viction in a court of law in a case of 
this kind) Even should one conviction 
be secured, it would not stop others 
from carrying on the same practice, so 
that it seems the only way one can do 
is to be careful with whom = one does 
business, }

JURY FINDS THAT 
MARONEY’S DEATH 
WAS ACCIDENTAL 


The inquest into the death of Wil- 
liam Maroney, who was killed on the 
Edmonton, Dunyegan and B.C, rail- 
way last Saturday, was held last night 
at Connelly and McKinley's undertak- 
ing parlors, and the jury's verdict was 
as follows: 

“That William Maroney came to his

death at 11.45 wm, July 25, 1914, at 
Debeney siding, on the Edmonton, 


Dunvegan and BC, railway 60 miles 
north of Edmonton; that his death 
was caused by accidentally falling off 
a flat car while making a_ flying 
switch and having his arm and chest 
crushed by the wheel or wheels of 
the car. No blame is attached to any- 
one for the accident.” 


Among the witnesses heard, were 
William Young, engineer; Charles F, 
Hovgard, assistant foreman; Sam 
Gollan and Loule Laskey who were 


at work along side the track where the 
acident occurred, At the scene of the 
accident there were about 150 men 
working on the grade, and the train 
was being shunted Into a switch at the 
time. Maroney had fallen under the 
train and the front truck of one car 
had passed over his chest and he had 
died about three minutes later. The 
accident took place at Debeney siding, 
some 60 miles north of Edmonton. 
William Maroney was born in Dur- 
ham County, Ontario, on June 24th, 
1867, He was a widower and leaves an 
eleven-year-old son, Albert P. Mar- 
oney, who lives with his uncle, R. J. 
Atcheson, at 12086 65th street. A 
brother, James Maroney, lives at In- 
niskillen, where the deceased lived for 
some years, Another sister is Mrs, T. 
T. Jardine, Brandon, Man. Mr. Maro- 
ney was a Mason, an Oddfellow and a 
member of the Chosen Friends.

After extended deliberation the city| 


council yesterday, in special session, 
practically refused to enter into an 
aureement giving the Tramways, 


the city’s

limited, running rights over 
street railway lines for a 
25 years as requested by the repre- 
sentatives of the company. A stipu- 
lation was inserted giving the elty the 
right to terminate a 25-year agreement 
every 12° months by giving the com- 
pany three months’ notice 


According to remark made by H. 
Stutchbury, one of the directors of the 
company, the work of building the 


road to Fort Saskatchewan cannot be 
commenced, this year, under this ar- 
rangement, and he said that he had 
hoped to have the agreement approved 
and accepted by the council at once, so 
that work on the line could be started, 

The question of time limit was tn- 
troduced by Alderman Clarke who said 
that he could see no reason why any 
term of years should be specified in the 
agreement, as he believed the city 
should retain control of \ts Hnes and 
not hand them over to any corpora- 
tion, To this, Mr, Stutchbury replied 
that under the proposed agreement the 
city practically had control of not only 
the city lines, but of the suburban as 
it had the right to fix rates every three 
years and exercise control over the 
running rights at all times. 

“If the city cannot meet these radial 
companies on a falr basis,” said Alder- 
man Calder, It should build lines of its 
own into the surrounding country dis- 
tricts. We need the business.” 

On the suggestion of Alderman 
Campbell it was decided to make the 
agreement terminable every year, the 
Tramways, IHmited, to build connect- 
ing links inside the city limits, and the 
city, In event that it decided to ter- 
minate the running rights over the elty 
lines, to guarantee to deliver passen- 
fers, express and freight at a terminal 
point within the city limits. 

Another meeting will be held to con- 
sider Other features of the agreement.
